Burr Kerns, 28 years old and mar- 


ried, but childless, 
was shot 
to 


death by Gibson Beers, 21 years olt1^ 
who, with his father, John Beers, ar- 
rested for complicity in the killing, 
is it: the county jail. Daniel Kerns, 
a brother of the dead man, also is 
in jail on a cross-warrant sworn out 
by the Beers. As one result of the 
affair it was necessary to call the 
sheriff and his deputies to avert a 
threatened lynching of the Beers by 
friends of their victim. 


For some time the farmers of the 


Big Spring vicinity have been suffer- 
ing from the depredations of corn 
thieves and organized 
a vigilance 


committee to protect 
their 
grain. 


Saturday night Burr Kerns stood 
guard over his cribs, and his rela- 
tives say he caught Beers on his farm 
at midnight. The men fought and | 
Kerns is said to have knocked Beers 
down. 


At 10:30 Sunday morning Burr 
Kerns, his brother, Daniel, and Chas. 
Bussart, a neighbor, went to the 
Beers home, three miles distant. Tne 
elder Beers was found in the front 
yard. 
Burr Kerns accused him of 


stealing corn and told him the thefts 
would have to stop. 
Beers denied 


the imputation and tne two renewed 
their quarrel of last night. 


In the encounter that 
followed, 


Burr Kerns is said to have grabbed a 
stovel and to have knocked Beers' 
down. Another of the three visitors 
is said to have attacked Mrs. Beers. 
Gibson Beers, the son. then appeared 
wi{h an old-fashioned muzzle-load- 
ing shotgun the contents of which he 
emptied into Burr Kerns' neck, al- 
most severing the head 
from 
the 


body. 
Kerns died instantly. 
John 


Beers and his son then barricaded 
the doors and windows of their home 
and from an upper window ordered 
the friends of the dead man to re- 
move his body and vacate the prem- 
ises. This order was speedily obey- 
ed. The body was placed alongside 
the roadway, while Daniel Kerns and 
Bussart gave the alarm 
to 
other 
neighbors. 


Some of the neighbors telephoned 


to Sheriff Wood, while others form- 
ed a posse to take vengeance oa the 
slayer and his father. 
Using auto- 


mobiles, Sheriff Wood, several depu- 
ties and Coroner Henning went to 
the Beers home, arriving just in time 
to prevent the carrying out of lynch- 
ing threats. 
They placed John and 


Gibson Beers under arrest and later 
Daniel Kerns was also arrested. 
It 


is alleged by friends of the Beers 
that Danjel Kerns fired a revolver 
during the fight.

CAUSED DEATH 


AT PATASKALA 


Pataskala, Feb. 27.—Martin Romine, 


aged about 5*> years, who has been em- 
ployed about the livery barn in con- 
nection with the 
hotel 
here, 
was 


found cold in death, about S o'clock 
Sunday morning, when an employe 
went to call him. 
At first it was 


thought to be a case of suicide, but 
after an examination of the surround- 
ings Dr. J. W. Wentz or Pataskala, 
and Coroner W. E. Wiyiarch of New- 
ark, who were sunimbn'etJ. agreed that 
death was due to suffocation. 


Romine. who has been in the vil- 


lage for about a year, came in from a 
drive about 11:30 Saturday night and 
made himself a bunk on the 
office 


floor. There is a gas heater in the of- 
fice without any flue connection and 
the gas was turned on by him. and it 
is practically certain that a lack of 
proper ventilation allowed the escap- 
ing gas fumes to accumulate to such 
an extent that death was caused by 
asphyxiation 


The body was prepared for inter- 


ment by Undertaker Moore and will 
be buried Tuesday afternoon, as every 
effort to locate any relatives of 
the 


dead man were fruitless. There will 
be no inquest held.

Akron, Feb. 27.—The third letter 


on the railroad program sent to all 
congressmen todav by O. C. Barber 
contains a plan for common owner- 
ship of all railroaus 
with govern- 


mental control. 
Barber suggests 


that the government take over every 
road in the country by issuing two 
percent government bonds for their 
total capitalization. 
Each present 


share holder to get bonds equal to 
the full value of iiis holdings. The 
roads eouid then be amalgamated in- 
to one great system and shares is- 
sued for sale in popular denomina- 
tions say from $25 up. The govern- 
ment should retain the authority to 
buy these back when any person had 
accumulated too many. 


His statement in part says: 
''A fair and just solution of the 


railway situation now confronting the 
American people would be to consol- 
idate into one system all of the rail- 
loads of the country, capitalize them 
at their present value, and give their 
stockholders and bondholJers exact 
justice, even to the 
full price 
for 


their holdings. 
Provision should be 


made against this capitalization ever 
being increased, and the rate of an- 
nual dividends should be fixed at not 
to exceed 3 per c&$£-, guaranteed by 
the government, which would 
issue 


bonds in taking up all stocks 
and 


outstanding railroad securities. 


"These bonds would be perpetual, 


and interest being: guaranteed by the 
go\ernment would speedily be val- 
ued at considerably above par, thus 
increasing the returns to th-e present 
stock and bondholders. They would 
be issued in popular denominations 
from $25 up. creating for all classes 
a security that would be within easy 
reach, yet absolutely safe. The gov- 
ernment, in consideration of its guar- 
antee and the necessary 
establish- 


ment of an additional large gold re- 
serve to fortifv it, should 
have au- 


thority to recall at par from individ- 
ual or company holdings any amount 
in excess of SI.-'00.000 and to re- 
distribute it through postoffices. pos- 
tal savins-* banks or national banks, 
to small investors at par and accrued 
interest. 


"An ideal investment would 
be 


afforded thereby for the working man 
and those of limited 
means. 
The 


bonds would be entirely safe, as re- 
munerative as deposits in the average 
savings bank an.l marketable at all 
times on the br:efest notice. 
Suclt 


a security might also be used by the 
national banks, to a limited degree, 
as- a basis for circulation. 


"In time, undfr such a plan, the 


people would cor.;° to own the rail- 
roads in very ;riith. 
Instead of a 


L-are half million of stockholders 
di- 


viding the exce.-srve profits from ex- 
tortionate rat^=. There 
would ' ba 


millions of investors accepting a fair 
return, and an ultimate reduction of 
rates would be inevitable."'

! MINORITY REPORT 


RETRENCHMENT 1 ON MAGAZINE 


SAYS BIG ROAD: 
POSTAL RATES 


Chicago. Feb. 27.—One of the first 


announcements for a big railroad 
company that the recent decision of 
the interstate coaimerce commission 
will compel it to reduce the number 
of its employees was issued today b> 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railway company. 


A general plan of retrenchment all 


along the line has been decided upon 
by the officials of that corporation 
and steps have been taken to de- 
termine how many men can be drop- 
ped from the pay ron without seri- 
ously crippling service. 
A list of 


those whose services can be elimin- 
ated will be prepared within a few 
days and severance of their relations 
with the company will follow within 
a short time. 


"It is true that we are planning 


to cut down our force of employees, 
said E. W. McKenna, vice president 
of the road, today. 
"An investiga- 


tion into the subject of how many 
men can be dropped is now under 
way and we will know next week 
how far the elimination process can 
go. Those to be separated from the 
service will be employees in 
the 


maintenance of way anti operating 
departments, but I cannot forecast 
the number at this time. 
We are 


compelled to take this step in order 
to enforce measure of economy." 


Washiagton, Feb. 27. — Senator 


Owen today presented a minority re- 
port from the senate committee on 
postoffices and post roads opposing 
the amendment to the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, by which it is pro- 
posed to raise the second class mail- 
ing rates on the advertising sections 
of magazines. 


He takes the position 
that 
the 


amendment is unconstitutional, on 
the ground that it is a proposition 
to raise revenues, and only can be 
originated in the house of represen- 
tatives. 


Separate and apart from his be 


lief that the amendment violates the 
constitution and the rules 
of 
the 


senate. Senator Owen says he regards 
the proposed legislation as unwise, 
if not reprehensible, for the reason 
that the interests affected were not 
given opportunities for hearing.

Gems Valued at $130,000 


Stolen from Noted 


Society Woman 


SLEUTHS ARE KEPT BUST 


And Baggage of Passengers is 


Searched But Without 


Result 


New York, Feb. 27.—Mrs. Maldeln 


Drummond, formerly Mrs. Marshall 
Field, Jr., of Chicago was robbed of 
a fortune in jewels Saturday night 
aboard 
a transatlantic liner. 
Dia- 


monds, pearls and other gems to the 
value of approximately $130,000 dis- 
appeared 
mysteriously 
from 
her 


stateroom on the steamship Amerika 
of the Hamburg-American line some 
time between 9:30 Saturday evening 
and 5:30 Sunday morning. The loss 
was reported immediately when the 
liner docked at Hoboken Sunday af- 
ternoon and the police of Hoboken. 
and New York are working on the 
case. 
Mrs. Drummond hurried to 


the Hotel Plaza, declining to discuss 
her loss. 
The Hamburg-American 


line disclaims all responsibility on 
the ground that passengers 
leave 


jewels in their staterooms at their 
own risk. To the police Mrs. Drum- 
mond described the missing jewels as 
follows: 


Two strings of 273 pearls each, 


one string of 283 pearls, one large 
black pearl ring set wit£ diamonds, 
one large white pearl ring set with 
diamonds, one pair 
large earrings 


set with diamonds, one black pearl 
brooch set with diamonds, with a 
black pearl pea-shaped pendant. 


A wireless message sent from the 


Amerika as she neared port sum- 
moned detectives down the bay in a 
tug. 
They learned from Mrs. Drum- 


mond details of the theft and began 
to comb the ship and to search the 
crew. But not a trace of the jewels 
was found. 


Mrs. Drummond explained that ex- 


cept at night she had worn the jewels 
almost constantly on her person, but 
had kept them under her waist and 
had not displayed them at any time, 
ven while dining. Saturday night 
on retiring she ylaced them 
in 
a 


cabinet drawer of the stateroom, as 
she had done each night during the 
voyage. 
No one had access to the 


stateroom, she added, besides her 
husband, herself and her maid. The 
maid she holds above suspicion. 


Arising early Sunday morning to 


make her toilette before the liner 
docked, she was startled to find the 
drawer empty. The captain of the 
Amerika was notified and a quiet in- 
vestigation was begun 
before 
an 


aerogram called police authorities on 
shore. 
Stewards and stewardesses 


were questioned closely and their 
clothes and belongings searched, and.

Planning the Summer Housekeeping. 


AM going to live the simple life—some day," said a woman 
at a small dinner of congenial friends. She didn't say it with 
the "dash/' tut that was the Inflection she really meant. "I 


__ am going to have a bungalow, and live simply In every way." 
Most women Intend to lire the simple life—some day. 
Bat 


somehow or other, this dream nerer comes troe. 
It Is always 


going to come true—tomorrow. "" Meanwhile, today is Bred the same 
as was yesterday. 
And yet, as Tnrgenev says, "How empty, doll and 


useless is almost every day when It is spent! How few the traces it 
leaves behind it! How meaningless, how foolish those boors as they 
coursed by one after another! 
Ah, tomorrow, tomorrow! we com- 


fort ourselves. Bnt why do we imagine that other coming days will 
not be like this day we hare just lived through?" 


Bnt why not make this summer a tomorrow for seeing the realiza- 


tion of this dream of simple living? Why not try the experiment 
anyway? All things incline one to live easily in the gammer. Why 
not make this the excuse, if an excuse is needed, for trying quietly a 
little experimenting along the lines of the simple life and see bow It 
goes? 


The time is almost at hand for making the semf-yearly change 


in housekeeping. Why not, before the actual work of it begins, think 
ont quietly a little campaign to lessen the labor, the worry and the 
expense of housekeeping? 


See if the home cannot be pat into simpler dress. Pat away all 


useless ornaments. This will save much dusting and cleaning. The 
home may seem a trifle barren at first, but after the eye is accus- 
tomed to it, the effect will really be restfuL 
Pictures, bric-a-brac, 


nick-nacks—lots of things can be stored away for the summer with a 
consequent pleasant lightening of the household work. 


Simplify the menu and the serving of it. Instead of puddings 


and pies and other desserts that require a lot of time and work to 
make, substitute fruit entirely. Suppose strawberries or peaches or 
melons are served day in and out! 
It is largely the point ot view 


that makes them seem monotonous. Plenty of people eat a breakfast 
of rolls, coffee and eggs, day in and oat the year around, and do not 
think it monotonous. They have accepted this as a proper break- 
fast menu and that ends It. Why not get the same point of view 
for other meals of the day, though in reality there need be no such 
monotony, for even in the matter of fruits there is usually some choice. 
But the point is, to make fruit the summer dessert, even though now 
end then it may be the same fruit for a week or two. A picnic menu 
is rather limited, so also are the dishes. 
But who fails to enjoy 


the picnic meal? The summer menu could be much simplified, both as 
to the food and the serving, bringing a lessening of work, a lessening 
of cost, but no lessening of nourishing quality nor of enjoyment, if 
the change is accepted in the right spirit. 


The same simplifying process could be extended to dress, thus 


lightening the washing and ironing problem. 
Simpler trimmings on 


underclothes, simpler dresses and waists, would all help along the 
problem of making life easier. 


And if life shall have been simplified in this fashion, will not 


the end of the summer find the one who has thus lived it, the possessor 
of steadier nerves, a larger bank account, and a stronger body? And 
After all, are not these the essentials? 


Why not make the experiment this summer and plan it now?

they may be juicy it is well to split 
them and put together with a cen- 
tral filling of stuffing made as for 
chicken but with a pronounced flavor 
of onion: a trifle of sage may be 
substituted for thjme if the fla\or is 
preferred. 
Tie well with twine and 


when in the pan cover each roll with 
thin slices of larding pork. 
Have 


the oven moderately hot that the 
meat may be ^ell done yet not too 
bro-nn, and baste often. 
With this 


serve a dish of mashed potatoes and 
turnips. 
Boil the two vegetables 


separately in salted water, then 
drain, mix and mash together, two 
parts of potato to one of turnip. Add 
a liberal amount of butter and seas- 
oning. 
Peaches in Jelly—Open a quart 


can of peaches, remove the pieces of 
fruit and strain the syrup. 
Measure 


and add water, if necessary, to make 
two cupfuls and a half. 
If not quite 


sweet enough, heat slightly and add 
sugar to taste: then stir in a scant 
half package of gelatine which has 
been soaked in a half cupful of <old 
water. Pour a half inch in a wetted 
mold and place on ice until firm; 
add a laver of the fruit, either whole 
or cut with enough more 
of

liquid jelly to cover and again put 
aside until firm, keeping the remain-

the world NW>« not in nny danger of a 
fiery hell. More thnn that, it was be- 
•ause God's time for dealing with the 
world lirsd not yet come. The world 
however. i< to be dealt with by th* 
great n-'lc.^mer 
After lie shall have 


»et up Hi* Kingdom la pow«r *M 
great glory; after He shall hare hnmni 
Satan for a thousand ye*r» that h* 
might deceive tb* people no more. tb» 
florioua Savior. Messiah, will cans* a 
general enlightenment of mankind aud 
a full opportunity for all. rich and 
|HK>r. jtreat aud small, to rise up from 
dust aud ashes and the grave to the 
full |>erfection of human nature. 


The Sun of Kighteousuestt will arise 


with healing iu his beams, blessing 
oiaiikiud. healing their diseases, men- 
tal, moral aud physical, aud causing 
the knowledge of the Lord to Oil the 
whole earth. 
Xo longer will auy need 


to say lo his ueigbbor or his broth- 
er. "Know thou the I»rd. for all 
shall know Him, from the least 10 the 
greatest." And only the wilfully wick- 
*-d as»d d'iolxrdient will be cut off 
froiu life iu the S»no:id l>o;>t'»—uot 
torture: but. as St. Paul declares. 
-They shall be punished with e\erlast- 
ing destruction." 


We see. then, that our Lord's reason 


fur not praying fur the world was that 
He kuew the Father's Plan that the 
world was uot to be dealt with duriug 
this Age. but during the uext. the 
Kingdom Age. The Master prayed for 
His ov. ii. for the class which ile has 
been selecting duriug the past nine- 
teen hundred years. These are vari- 
ously called "the elect." the "dis- 
ciples." "His 
followers." 
"members 


of His Body." a "IJoyal Priesthood." 
the "Cride." "the Lauib's Wife." the 
"little flo;-k." to whom it is the Fa- 
ther's good pleasure to give the Iviux- 
doia. 


Elect to Bless Non-elect. 


Seeing, then, that there i* a differ- 


ence lietween God's provision for the 
world, to be dispensed In the next Age. 
and his provision for the Church to be 
given now. w» ask. What is the dif- 
ference between these? The answer 
is'that tho world's salvation is to be to 
human nature and an earthly Paradise 
world-wide; while the eleot class is a 
si»ecial one called of God. chosen in 
Christ and faithful Iu adversity and. 
by the Ix>rd's grace, is to have a heav- 
enly nature, like unto that of the an- 
gels, but sujierior. Theirs is a "heav- 
enly calling." a "high calling." 
They 


are to be like their Lord and Redeem- 
er and Head aud Bridegroom. Jesus, 
in His glorified state, "far above an- 
gels and principalities aud powers, and 
every name that is named." 


Is this an arbitrary election? Does 


God arbitrarily draw and call one 
above another? Yes. He thus select- 
ed the Jewish nation to be His pecu- 
liar nation—not. however, to the detri- 
ment or injury of other nations. He 
thus called Isaac instead of Ishmaei. 
and Jacob instead of Esau to be the 
progenitors of His chosen nation Is- 
rael, whom He foreknew as a i>eople 
aud predestinated to a certain service. 
But this selection worked no injury to 
either Ishuiael or Esau. 
Similarly 


during :'i!i-: Cospel Age God chooses 
from the <v<;riu a certain class and 
grants tbeui the benrizi:; ear aud the 
seeing eye. and He passes by others 
and gives them not this special favor. 
This, however, is not to be to the dis- 
advantage of the others—non-elect, 
uiKhosen. uncalled. 


According to His Purpose. 


St. Pan! sneaks of the Church as 


"calied according to His pur»>ose." He 
even tells us what the puri>ose is. 
namely, that in Ages to come He 
might show forth the exceeding riches 
of His grace in His loving kindness 
toward us in Christ Jesus (Ephesians 
ii. 7>. 
Toward this specially called 


class God will to all eternity manifest 
special favor. But we are not to sup- 
pose that here is no reason for this 
selection and favor. There is a reason. 
It is because of certain intrinsic quali- 
ties or characteristics possessed by 
this class which God is now selecting. 
They will :ill be "saints." They will 
all love the Lord more than they love 
houses or lands, parents or children. 
«elf or any creature. 
They will all 


possess the fruits and graces of the 
Holy Spirit. 


Indeed, this is God's particular pre- 


destination. St. Paul tells us that He 
foreknew that He would provide His 
only-begotten Son to be the Savior of 
mankind and the Head over the 
Church, and He foreknew that He 
would have a Church, a Royal Priest- 
hood under the great Hish Priest, as 
members of His Body. God foreknew 
also the kind of a Message He would 
send forth and that It would be at- 
tractive only to a certain class pos- 
sessed of a love for righteousness. 
These only would hear His call. These 
only would have the eyes of their un- 
derstanding s)>ecially opened, because 
these alone would accept of His assur- 
ances and make a full consecration to 
His service. Such He would besret of 
His Holy Spirit, and such, in due time, 
would i>e liom of tbe Spirit i« the res- 
urrection and enter into the fellowship 
and companionship and kingly joys of 
their Master. 


It is of this special class that the 


Apostie declares. "Whom God did 
foreknow, these He al^o did predesti- 
nate to l»e conformed to the likeness 
(imagei of His Son" <Romans viii. 2T>i. 
That is to say. God's predestinaJion 
was not only that He would have a 
Cburr-h. bflt. additionally, that tbe 
terms or conditions of fellowship in 
that Church should be that each on» 
would Ixfome Christ-like. Surely this 
is n good predestination, with which 
no one could find fault. Whether we 
*'in!! sain a place with the "olert" on 
the heavenly plane, or a plncp with 
the non-elect world in restitution 
t<> 


earthly nature, we cannot do other- 
wise than r^coanire the iustice o'Go.1 
Jn so deciding, thnt none but the saint 
Iv copies of their Ixrnl. coulrl N> mem- 
bers of thf elect Church nnd joint 
heirs with Him in Hi« Kingdom.

"As-k <>f Me aud I will 
give Thee the heathen for an iaher- 
itaucf aud '.he uttermost purls of the 
earth for a i">s»esjiiou" (Psaltu ii. 8). 
Jesus did not make this request ou 
the £ "it of HLs crucifixion because it 
wa * , tUe Father's time to answer 
that i raytr. Appropriately He waited 
aud \. hi.e gathering the "eitvt" from 
every 
in r ion. 
|H«o;»le. kindn-d 
aud 


tougue, the Scriptures declare that He 
Is seated at toe Father's right baud of 
glory ex|**.-Uug or waiting Jfor the 
time to come wbeu the Kingdom uuder 
the whole heavens shall be delivered 
to Hint by the Father. 
This will be 


done at the end of this Gospel Age. 
when the saintly Body of Christ sual 
have been completed. Then "He sual. 
take unto himself His great power auc 
reign." 


A great time of trouble will fol- 


low. 
The plowshare of sorrow will 


make ready the hearts of mankind for 
the great blessiuas which Messiah ui'l 
then l»o ready to beslow, because that 
will be the due time. 
St. Paul tolls 


us that Messiah's reign will be a vic- 
torious one: "He must reign uutil He 
shall have put all eueiuies under His 
feet (in full subjectioni; the lu<t ene- 
my that shall be destroyed is death." 
Then, after a thousand years, after 
having accomplished the purpose of 
the Father in the uplifting of all the 
willing aud obedient of mankind to 
earthly perfection the great Prophet, 
Priest. Mediator aud Kin.ir of Glory 
will at the end of the thousand years" 
reign deliver up the Kingdom even to 
God the Father, that God may be all 
in all (I Corinthians xv. 28). 


While Satan will be bound at the 


beginning of Messiah's reign and every 
form of unrighteousness will be rooted 
out. nevertheless the raising of man- 
kind up out of sin and degradation to 
perfection will be a gradual work. As 
the regenerating influences operate in 
mankind, they will become more and 
more alive, less and less dead—until at 
the end of the Messianic reign Adamie 
death will be no more; It shall have 
been fully destroyed by the raising of 
mankind completely out of it: the last 
enemy ths>t shall be destroyed is death 
—Adamie death. 


The Second Death will never be de- 


stroyed, but will be everlasting. It is 
not an enemy to God and His right- 
eousness, but a valuable servant to de- 
stroy everything wilfully and intelli- 
gently out of accord with the Divine 
Government—righteousness. 


I Pray For Them. 


All who are seeking to walk in the 


footsteps of Jesus: all who have taken 
up their cross to follow Him. may well 
rejoice in that feature of His prayer 
which says. I pray for those whom 
Thou hast given Me that they may all 
be one. as Thou. Father, and I are 
one, 
that the world may believe that 


Thou hast sent Me (John xvii. 20. 21). 
The oneness of God's peop'e is not 
represented in the various sects and 
parties of the present time. It is rep- 
resented in the fact that all the conse- 
crated followers of the Redeemer are 
individually united to Him as the 
Head and united to each other as 
members of His Body. 
"The Lord 


knoweth them that are His." 
By and 


by. by the power of the First Resur- 
rection, .ill these shall be perfected on 
the spirit plane a-nd constitute the 
Kingdom for which we pray. "Thy 
Kingdom come; Thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven." As a re- 
sult of that Kingdom's coming the 
world will all be brought to the point 
of believing in Jesus and will all have 
the opportunity of obtaining through 
Him the gift of God. eternal life. 


Our Lord's solicitude was not merely 


for the Apostles and earliest tneml>ers 
of the Church whom the Father gave 
Him in the special sense, as His per- 
sonal companions-and helpers in tbe 
founding of the Church: he prayed on. 
saying. Neither pray I for these alone, 
hut for nil those also who shall be- 
lieve on Me through tboir Word. The 
Master's words outlined to us the Di- 
vine Program. And Jesus himself br- 
gnn to declare the Gospel and brought 
life and immortality to light. 
He 


commissioned His twelve Apostles. SI. 
Paul taking the place of Judas, to 
speak in His Nnme and ns His special 
mouthpieces. 
Whatever they would 


declare to be binding on earth would 
be binding in the sight of God in 
Heaven. Whatever they would loose 
and declare to be non-essential on 
earth, we may know would be so by 
Divine decree ^Matthew xvi, lOt. 


In a word. Jesus, the Aposties and 


the Prophets alone are to be consid- 
ered the sj>ecjai trnides and standard- 
bearers for tbe Church. We ar» to 
believe on Him through their word and 
not through the word of counsels or 
synods or presbyteries. 
Each individ- 


ual of tbe Church has his personal re- 
sponsibility. This is in harmony with 
our Lord's declaration. "My sheep 
know My Voice and they follow Me: a 
stranger will they not follow, but will 
flee from a straneer." It behooves us 
today to hearken ba<-k to the words of 
-Tesu« as He personally uttered them 
and as He person.^.- sent them to us 
through His chosen twelve. 


Soon the Master's prayer for His d:s- 


•iples will have fulfillment. They will 
iv one with Him l»eyoiid the veil, 
-barers of His glory and Kingdom. 
Then will come the time when the 
world will believe. The knowledge of 
'h» Lord will fill the earth and :ii: the 
Minding and stumbling influence- of 
T'IP present will he at nn e id 
The 


Savior will not need to jsray for t^e 
\\-or!<l then, but inst<vd will exercise 
His power on their beh.iif. o-erthrotr-
